I he come mot our play i mareed,"—Shak,

Whenever the public eye has been able to pone-
trate the gloom of the theatrs It has alighted on the
Btage manager, ha being the most Important man
behind the scenes. Aw a consequence, it {8 not so
EABY 10 AAY that about him which shall be entertain.
ng, and at the same time en'irely new, It is for
this reason that we have heretofore gpoken of Indl-
vidunla who might, although benoath the stage
manager in importance, outrank him in s scheme
like the presemf. Still, his clalms are not to be
overlooked. They may be, as ‘‘Hamlet” sald,
“igommon,” but they are also, As the “'Queen” re.
marked to her son on the same occaslon, unavold-
able,

The stage manager is, in effeot, a condensation of
the whole show. He {8 natarally the strongeat,
most practical man in his compauy, the man readliest
in device and expedient. e combines (or should
¢t mbine) Intelligence with talent n2 a disciplinarian.
Such parts will lift a man into the stage managers
piace as certainly a8 shimilar qualities ensure mili-
tary promotion;—more surely in fact, innsmuch
a8 theae gualities are excessively rare In the thea-
tre. For we are met hers by this strange contra-
diction: that the career offered by the stage 1§ not
always such as to attract the kind of talent which is
necessary 'o it. The qualitics which make a mana
succeseful stage manager woull make him a good
army ofMicer, engineer, surveyor, or mansger of
manpfacturing, interests. W ith such chances as
thesthe very seldom woos the muse, and the stage
must in mest cases, therefore, put up with an inferior
administration. HBot where the right man his hean
selected, where the stage mnnager is all he shounld
be, we are within the truth when we say he s an
epitome of 1he entire entertalnment. In his brain
the whole performance takes shape before the firat
sign of It s secn upon the bourds., He mentally

devises the seanes anid efects, The cestumes,
properties, farniture, and nappointments of the
plece he niso determines, with an infinitade of

smalier details. Calllng then around him his lea-
tenants—1ae prempter, the Brene-palnter, costamer,
property-man, etc,.—he gives hig orders, That is
the beginning : but If he I8 the man we are imaglo.
ing, he does not rest there. He follows up the
matter ruthlessly, calling each official promptly and
frequently to account, and having every point of
the proposed entertainment, however slight, com-
pletely covered. In studying a new plece the actors
know only thelr own parts; the artist knows nothing
of any of them; “Props” Knows nothing of the
geenery ; and the wardroba man (o woman, to speak
motre nearly by the card) knows nothing of the pro-
perties; but the stage manager knows all, He has
pored over it whilst his company slept or idied, and
he has it thoroughly digested, After the work
{8 cut out, the partlies abovi-named take their
simplified share, and with It & great deal of credit
that does not belong to them.

The phrase, “acting and stage muanager” I8 a fa-
millar one to persons used—and who has not neen
used at some period or other of his life?—to the pe-
rusal of play-bills, It Is often strangely misinterpre-
ted, We can well enough remember when we
thought it meant (and our gullelesiness has doubt-
less been shared by many persons) that the fortunate
officlal 'was not only manager of the stage, but that
he had also the Inestimable priviiege of acting If he
g0 chose. This theory sapposed that the altogether
too favored individual, being intrenched in such a
stronghold. could of codrse have his plek of the best
parts, and the wnole arrangemsnt offered a lively
plcture to the imagination of the partial manner
in which the good things of this world
are distributed. When it secame known that the
term only meant that the stage manager had dele-
gated powers to act in place of the proprietor, the
resnlt was a rude shattering of a highly-elevated
idol, Whatever this phrase may have meant once,
it {8 now little more than a misnomer., Proprietors,
08 a rule, manage the business atfairg of thelr thea-
tres themselves, and stage managers have nothlog
to do but to attend to the concerns of the stage,
There are still some exceptions to this new raling,
although they are few. The case of the Boston
Musenm will be recalled by those familiar with
theatrical afalrs. For many years the name of Mr,
R. M. Field, acting and stage manager of this estab-
lishment, hss been the only one annouusced on the
Museum bills in any managerial capacity whatever.
He bas had entire control of the business both be-
fore and beliind the curtain, and there hus been but
one difference between his position and that of the
proprietor, viz., the insiguificant consideration of
finapcial return. Bar, a8 stated, the case of the
Mugenm is an exception. The phrase is still car-
rent, but it generally means nothing, Stage mana-
gers are well content that it 18 8o, for the managing
of a thealre's money matters is & barren honor.

The duties of the stage manager are numerous and
exacting. Not only has he to cast the pleces and
keep a strict eye upon rehearsals and performance,
bat he should be master of every detall either of a
personal or impersonal nature, He should know
the exact resonrces of his stage, what stook of all
kinda there t8 on hand, how Lest to economize old
matter, and how to get new the cheapsst. He shoald
be a diplomatist in desling with stars,
and as much of a good fellow, &8 he oan withouat
sacrificing digaity, with his company. The jealousies
©of the fraternity are proverbia!, and it 18 in the
power of u stage manager of even temper and ples-
sant manuers to make the sallisg tolerable if not
plain. But he must be firm, too. e should adopl
SRichellen’s” motto: “First, all means to concliiate ;
falling these, all means to crusn.” The diMcal-
ties that a weak, vaclllating man wonid tind himselr
in, in temporizing with first one clique aod then
another of fretiul, dissatiafled actors, would be in-
credible. Io abont a week he would be a candidate
for the nearest convenient asylum for the insane,

And these multitudinous duties (and we merely
Tunt &t thewm) make but the least part of his work,
Everything depends on them, bui one large idea
covers all. The stage manager 18 an administrator.
The detalls mentioned serve the entertalnment,
but what entertalnment to give? That (8 the grave
question upon which all sgcoessfol management
depends, and it 1s the stage manager who muast an-
pwer It. He must be qualified by tact, experienoce,
and by intnition no less, to give that answer. The
right pileces, to the right aadiences, at the right
time! It s » problem, and the man who soives it
must hove pecullar gifes,

Ope of nis most important and trylng duties s the
gelection of material for his company, 1tis svarcely
to be belteved, but in this cholce—where mert
should be, if anywhere in the world, the only test—
preferment I8 not seldom & matter of favoritiam or
personal inluence. Numerous people grow gradu-
ally to have clalms upon the theatre, and il they
choose to press them in this shape and are particu-
larly lmportunate about ii, they carry thelr ends,
and foist appointments upon it whieh, 8o far from
“flting the sonl of that waste plage with Joy." are
calouiated Lo bave a directly contrary aiféct. What
makes the especial hardness of this matter, as
rélates to the stage manager, 18 that these
appointments are mostly made over his head,
apd that he (8 &t the same time held
to sccount for them. He not Infrequently s
overloaded by sach & guantity of dead wood dumped
on hisstage by the proprieior, or hisintimate friends,
or by the man whose little bill it isn't convenient te
pay, that it 18 guite tmpossible for him to do suy-
thing for his own credis or for the entertainment of
the community.

decetved, He must, in his jonely lodgings, after the
opening night of aseason with a Celebrated Chal-
lenge Champion Company, often “‘turn hie face anto
the wall," commiserating the day in which he was
brought into the world, and vowing to have Aone
with play-noting from that time nenceforth. Dut
habit is strong.

The talk of the profession being overstocked (s
mere fudge. It I8 overstocked with gnoranee and
incepacity, fearfully so; but there is a great and in-
creasing want of good actors, and the ineffectus]
wearch for them Is at present the great baue of the
stage-manager's lfe,
